on the Montenegrin riviera, was 
added subsequently to the list of 
the world’s cultural heritage after 
the disastrous earthquake of 
1979 when an outstanding medie¬ 
val complex and other monu¬ 
ments in and around this town 
were threatened. 

Kotor (ancient Acruvium, and 
later Decadaron) was already 
part of the Serbian state in the 
10th century. Fortifications built 
on the cliffs above the sea sur¬ 
round this town at the heart of 
the magnificent Bay of Kotor. 

Among individual buildings 


we may single out the splendid 
Cathedral of St. Tryphon (12th 
century) whose Romanesque 
architecture with its sculpted 
decoration served as a model for 
other churches inland. The little 
church of St. Luke, erected later, 
was influenced by the Byzantine 
style. After the earthquake of 
1667, Kotor and the other small 
towns in the bay, including 
Budva to the south, recon¬ 
structed their stone buildings in 
the style of Venetian Baroque. 
These palaces, churches and 
houses withstood the test of time 
until they were damaged in the 
latest earthquake in 1979. This 
time, the international commu¬ 
nity came to the rescue, offering 
funds for the complete rebuild¬ 
ing and restoration of these mon¬ 
uments. Today, tourism is thriv¬ 
ing along the whole Montenegrin 
coast and hopes soon to be able 
to include these monuments once 
again in its programmes. 


Up to 1983 the list of the 
world’s cultural and natural heri¬ 
tage included 136 entries from 40 
states — 9 from Europe, 12 from 
Africa, 7 from Asia, II from 
America and I from Australia. 
Yugoslavia is represented by the 
imposing figure of 7 monuments, 
which is the same as Egypt and 
only fewer than France (12) and 
the United States (10). 

The prospects are that this 
group will soon be joined by the 
monastery of Studenica H this year 
celebrating its 800th anniversary. 
Other candidates from Yugosla¬ 
via are Basdarsija in Sarajevo, the 
Skocjanske Caves in Slovenia 
and the Brioni islands in Istria.
